WHEREAS, an apparent typographical error has been discovered in the 

November 14, 1974 order of this court prescribing and promulgating amended 

rules of civil procedure for district courts and municipal courts; 

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that rule 45.04(2) of the 

Minnesota Rules of Civil Procedure be amended to read: 

(2) The person to whom the subpoena is directed may, 
within 10 days after service thereof or on or before the time 
specified in the subpoena for compliance if such time is less 
than 10 days after service, serve upon the attorney designated 
in the subpoena written objection to the production, inspec- 
tion or copying of any or all of the designated materials. If 
objection is made, the party serving the subpoena shall not be 
entitled to the production er of, nor the right to inspect and 
copy the materials except pursuant to an order of the court 
from which the subpoena was issued. The party serving the 
subpoena may, if objection has been made, move upon notice to 
the deponent for an order 
taking of the deposition.
